Redistribution of Army 

Determination as to which posts will 
he retained under President Rooseyelt’s 
plan to concentrate the Army in fewer 
reservations will be made by the chief 
executive personally, it was stated at 
the White House this week. 

Just how long it will be before steps 
are taken to carry out the President’s 
idea is not known. The fact that such 
a plan has been under contemplation, 
however, has been known since Secretary 
of Interior Ickes, as’ recorded in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of July 29 
stated that the President had regroup- 
ment of the Army under consideration 
and that for that reason consideration 
of the Army housing program under the 
Public Works program would be inad-. 
visable. However, since that time the 
War Department convinced the Public 
Works Board that all of its $67,000,000 
program consisted of items which under 
any regroupment would be retained, and 
between $50,000,000 and $55,000,000 of it 
was recommended by the board to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for approval. 

At the White House this week it was 
explained that the President has definite- 
ly in mind the abandonment of a large 
number of Army posts. It was stated 
that the President does not believe it 
economical or wise for regiments to be 
scattered over different posts.

The Value of the Association of 
Military Surgeons to Science 
and National Defense

NE of the outstanding lessons 

learned from the World War was 
the astounding fact, revealed by the phy- 
sical examinations of drafted men, that 
approximately one-third of the men of 
military age in the United States were 
physically unfit for military service. 
This knowledge has caused those inter- 
ested in national defense to devote es- 
pecial effort to the conservation and 
portection of the health of the entire 
population, because the health of the 
people is a most important item from 
the standpoint of national defense. 

An outstanding agency for medical 
preparedness is the Association of Mili- 
tary Surgeons of the United States. This 
organization is unofficial, but none the 
less important. It is the oldest of simi- 
lar organizations, having been founded 
in 1892 hy a great surgeon. Nicholas 
Senn. The influence of this Association 
is most valuable in bringing together 
and coordinating, from a military point 


of view, the government medical ser- 
vices, the National Guard, and the med- 
ical reserves of the Army, Navy, and 
Public Health Service. Physicians who 
have held a commission in the Army, 
Navy. Public Health Service, or Re- 


serves of those services, and the National 
Guard. are all eligible for membership in 


the Association of Military Surgeons. 
The Association is the only agency 
through which medical officers of the 


various branches are brought in contact 


with each other. It is also the only 
agency through which medical officers 
of the military forces of the United 


States are brought in contact with medi- 
cal services of the Armies and Navies of 
other nations. This is done by inviting 
them to send delegates to the annual 
meetings of the Association and by the 
Association being represented by dele- 
gates appointed by the President of the 
United States, at the biennial Interna- 
tional Congresses of Military Medicine

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CWS Demonstration 

New York, N. Y.—Blotting Camp Dix 
from the eyes of a mythical foe by the 
simultaneous discharge of 125 smoke 
candles, Chemical Warfare Service 
troops of the First Division and of Sec- 
ond Corps Area Headquarters, Regular 
Army, staged a spectacular demonstra- 
tion of modern battle methods Wednes- 
day, Aug. 16, afternoon before ranking 
Army Reserve officers of all combat di- 
visions who assembled at the military 
reservation near Wrightstown, N. J. 

Maj. Adrian St. John, Chemical Offi- 
cer on the staff of Maj. Gen. Dennis F. 
Nolan at Governors Island, who was in 
charge, explained that the effect of “blot- 
ting out” the Camp Dix “defending 
army” was obtained by means of a sys- 
tem of electrical detonation, igniting the 
smoke candles at once. 

For the first time local Army officers 
saw a new rapid “grenade-candle” in 
action during the demonstration. Espe- 
cially developed to give off quantities of 
smoke at high speed, it contains a “fast 
burning” chemical and remains in active 
operation for three minutes. 

Four-inch mortars that hurl projec- 
tiles weighing 27 pounds and containing 
7% pounds of chemical agent were fired 
at targets as another part of the pro- 
gram for the instruction of the Reserv- 
ists. 

The demonstration was preliminary to 
a command and communication exercise 
later this month in which Reserve offi- 
cers of the major units of New York, 
New Jersey, and Delaware will partici- 
pate. 





Relieve Officers 

A blanket order relieving all officers 
who have been on duty in connection 
with any of the agencies abolished under 
recent executive orders has been issued 
by the War Department. Special orders 
have been issued relieving officers indi- 
vidually but in order to make certain 
that all connections of any kind are 
severed the blanket order was issued. 

Circular No. 42, issued by the War 
Department, on Aug. 8, 1933, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Relief from duty of certain officers 
serving on special details.—All officers of 
the Army serving on special details as 
members of boards, or on any duty in 
connection with the work of any abol- 
ished agency or service, or function 
thereof, disposed of or transferred to 
another agency by Executive Order No. 
6166, June 10, 1933, and who prior 
thereto, have not been relieved by other 
orders, are hereby relieved from such 
duty prior to the date fixed by the Presi- 
dent for the abolition or transfer of 
said agency or service.”

“General Championship—The General 
Championship of the Games shall be 
awarded to the country winning the 
greatest number of separate champion- 
ships. In case of a tie the places in 
each championship shall be scored on a 
basis of 5 points for first place, 3 points 
for second place and 1 point for third 
place, and the General Championship 
shall be awarded to the country scoring 
the greatest number of points. With 
only three countries competing, first and 
second places only shall score. 

“Track, Field, and Swimming Cham- 
pionships—5 points will be awarded for 
first place, 3 points for second place, 2 
points for third place, and 1 point for 
fourth place. 

“All-around Ohampionship — Each 
country may enter six men in the Pen- 
tathlon and six men in the Decathlon, 
all of whom may compete; except that 
no contestant may compete in both the 
Pentathlon and Decathlon, although he 
may be entered in both. 

Each country may enter one team in 
each relay. 

The All-around Track and Field Cham- 
pionship shall be awarded to the country 
scoring the highest total of team place 
points, places to seore 5 for first, 3 for 
second, and 2 for third, and 1 for fourth. 
The team place points in the Pentathlon 
and Decathlon shall be according to the 
aggregate score of the best four men of 
each team. In case of a tie in place 
points for championship shall be award- 
ed to the country whose first four men 
have scored the highest total of points 
in the Pentathlon and Decathlon com- 
bined.

Purchase of Cleaners 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
210-50 (Posts, Camps, and Stations— 
Unit and Other Similar Funds), June 20, 
1929 paragraph 12 of those regulations 
has been changed by adding subpara- 
graph e as follows:

REDUCTION IN ARMY PAPER WORK 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

While, to the disinterested observer, 
the War Department's campaign to re- 
duce paper work in the Army seems to 
be gaining headway, to persons occupy- 
ing positions similar to my own, it is 
apparent that the same is merely a 
process by which work which heretofore 
has been accomplished in the offices of 
The Adjutant General, Chiefs, of Branch- 
es, and in Corps Area and Department 
Headquarters, is passed on the already 
overburdened shoulders of post, regiment 
and company commanders, (which really 
means to the shoulders of the enlisted 
men who do the actual work). 

The reason why this is so is at once 
apparent when it is realized that all 
changes and modifications of existing reg- 
ulations seeking to reduce paper work 
originate in those offices and headquar- 
ters and are almost invariably the result 





of the occasional happy thought of some 
chief clerk, warrant officer, or minor 
clerk whose first interest is naturally 
the lightening of his own task. 

There are hundreds of ways in which 


*persons in higher headquarters can les. 


sen the work of the fellows lower down 
the scale if they would only take the 
time and trouble. Major General Hagood 
had the right idea when he directed that 
mistakes of a minor nature which could 
be rectified without a return of the cor. 
respondence would be so handled. The 
calling upon subordinates to render re. 
ports giving information which is ob- 
tainable in the office of the individual 
asking for the report is an extremely 
prevalent practice. It appears so though 
a clerk in a section or branch of a corps 
area headquarters is oblivious to the fact 
that the information which he is seeking 
is already on file in another section or 
branch of the same office. (Or is it that 
the effort expended in dictating a com. 
munication is less than that required in 
arising from one’s chair.) 

What started me on this tirade was 
an item in the current issue of the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL to the effect 
that hereafter officers’ preference cards 
would be submitted in duplicate so as te 
cut down work in the War Department. 
It was some clerk’s bright idea that in 
the field two copies could be made as 
easily as one simply by the use of car- 
bon paper. If more time had been taken 
to investigate it would have been dis- 
covered that most preference cards, in 
the past, have been made out by the 
officers personally by the use of pen and 
ink. As you cannot make an acceptable 
carbon copy with pen and ink the direct 
result will be that the officer will either 
have to write out two preference cards 
or turn the matter over to a clerk to 
have it typed up on the typewriter. 
Considered individually this is a small 
matter, but not so when you think of 
12,000 officers. 

And speaking of preference cards, this 
ealls to mind that last year or the year 
before when it was found that about 
2.000 officers failed to submit their cards, 
instead of calling upon the delinquent 
ones, in one corps area at least, EVERY 
OFFICER, was called upon to make a 
report as to whether or not he had sub- 
mitted his report! 

Yours for a reduction in paper work 
which will reach down and be felt by 
those in the field who actually have to 
do it.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT PUBLICLY CONFIRMED this week the suggestion 
of the Secretary of the Interior that he is contemplating a redistribution of the 
Army in continental United States. Consideration also is being given to the plan 
to establish four great bases so as to take care of naval needs in the Atlantic and 
Pacific. The result the President seeks to achieve is economy, but there will be a 
further benefit in his view to strategy and tactics. Usually a Chief Executive 
formulates his policies in these matters aud leaves it to the appropriate authorities 
in the War and Navy Departments to execute them. But Mr. Roosevelt feels that 
by reason of his service us Assistant Secretary of the Navy he is competent to 
determine where troops should be located and what, if any navy yards, should be 
closed. We may point out to the President that many factors entered into the 
question of post and yard location, some of which have been eliminated but others 
upply to present day necessities. With these factors he cannot be familiar, and a 
study such as the importance of the problem requires would occupy mouths of 
his valuable time. The General Staff has kept an up to date survey in connection 
recommended the 


with Army stations, and the General Board repeatedly has 
abandonment of yards and an approach to the ideal of concentrated bases. When 
the Secretary of the Interior advised General MacArthur that the housing 


program presented by the Secretary of War could not be adopted because 
of the Presidential purpose to redistribute the troops, the Chief of Staff promptly 
pointed out that there were certain points which would be retained under 
any scheme of reorganization, and their requirements for housing would call for 
an expenditure of $67,500,000. Approval has been given to the major part of this 
recommendation by the Public Works Administration. There remains no reason, 
consequently, for the President to withhold the orders under which the censtruction 
of the quarters and barracks so necessary to the welfare of the cconimissioned and 
enlisted personnel can be begun. It will be interesting to see the reaction in 
Congress to the abandonment of posts which are of economic worth to the com- 
munities in which located. 





IT IS NOT BELIEVED THE PRESIDENT will authorize action at this time 
which will assure the establishment of the bases which constitute features of the 
ideal plan devised by naval strategists. San Francisco believes something of the 
kind is in prospect, and this and that community on its bay are agitating for 
selection as the site of one of the stations on the West Coast. The President may 
authorize a start on this important project, but of more immediate interest to the 
Navy is his decision as to the expenditure from the Public Works fund of $70,000,000 
for modernization of the Fleet and $50,000,000 for repairs and quarters and barracks 
at different naval stations. Estimates for these purposes were submitted by 
Secretary Swanson some weeks ago to the Ickes Public Works Board. No action 
yet has been taken with respect to them, and it is assumed the Secretary of the 
Interjor, before passing upon the projects, is waiting an opportunity to ascertain 
the views of his Chief. In this connection, it is a fact worthy of note that the 
President has gone so far as to request the Secretary of the Navy to give him an 
opportunity to study, the contracts based upon the proposals for new ships. He 
is aware of the need of modernization not only of the battleships yet to be 
brought up to date but of other ships of the Fleet. He knows also the need 


of additional barracks and quarters, but here again enters the question of 
whether or not he decides to abandon any navy yards. The encouraging fact 


Services is the disposition of the President to 
modernize them both in equipment and living quarters. It is possible that 
before announcing action in respect to fleet modernization, he is awaiting the 
results of the disarmament conference which will reassemble next month. As has 
hitherto been stated in our columns, should the conference fail to produce tangible 
results at its next meeting. Mr. Rooseve!t will authorize the comprehensive mechan- 
ization and motorization which General MacArthur has recommended: and un- 
doubtedly also the moneys required to bring the Fleet up to date.

WITH THE SHORT FLYING DISTANCES which prevail in Europe, it is not 
at all surprising that the General Staffs of the Old World are making careful 
studies of the effects of air operations such as the Balbo Flight to the Century of 
Progress Exposition indicates to be feasible. That that Flight will give added 
impetus to air offense and defense is predictable. It was within the realm of 
expectation that the years would produce an air force capable of crossing and 
recrossing the Atlantic ocean, and what was accomplished by the Italian flyers and 
before them our own naval aviators will be repeated with greater ease and with 
less attention to weather conditions in the course of the next decade. This prospect 
makes it all the more important that the air forces ot the Army and Navy should 
be in the forefront of development. Very properly, the Secretaries of War and 
Navy have great pride in these branches of the Services. In order to 
supply the equipment which the Army Air Corps needs, the War Department is 
pressing the President to grant ten million dollars for new planes, and the Navy 
Department is insistent upon the continuance of dirigible construction, in spite of 
the unfortunate destruction of the Akron. When Congress sball reassemble, 
it is expected the military and naval committees will make a thorough inquiry 
into the condition,of the air forces. Such action would be welcomed by the officials 
concerned, since it would enable them to present the needs which are pressing for 
attention. At the same time, it would enable the country to learn iiow economically 
aud how effectively the Army and the Navy have spent the moneys appropriated 
for air purposes. If it were not that economy is compelling penny pinching, the 
President would be urged to send an air fleet to Rome to return the visit of 
courtesy paid by Balbo and his gallant crews. That such a flight could be made by 
American aviators without difficulty and would arouse American enthusiasm, is 
undoubted, and we believe the success attending it would be as brilliant as that won 





by the Italians.

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Pay “Freeze” Abolition To Be Given Priority—Abolition of the unjust pay “freeze” 
will be given precedence over all other legislative matters by the War Department 
at the next session of Congress. It has been decided that repeal of section 201 
of the Economy Act be placed first on the Department's legislative priority list 
and be pressed with vigor. This decision to strongly oppose reenactment of the 
iniquitous provision is expected to be followed by the Navy Department and with 
the full front of the services presented, a distinterested Congress may be induced 
to listen. But a few weeks ago, Secretary Swanson spoke of his opposition of the 
increased ban and indicated that he contemplated doing something about it. 

The priority to be given 201 by the War Department will be actual and not 
mere formal precedence in the legislative priority list to be sent to the Congress. 
In fact it may not be included in official list at all, which is little heeded by the 
committees handling military affairs. Far better than this, the War Department 
will exert the full pressure of its influence to prevent the extension of the ban 
beyond July 1, 1934. 

Anyone who has ever taken the time to study the pay “freeze” and its effect 
upon the armed services, has been readily convinced of its evils. Promotions 
in the services come very infrequently. Due partly to this fact the law has pro- 
vided that officers shall receive certain increases due solely to length of service. 
These increases come at stated intervals after an officer has served the requisite 
time. As oflicers grow older their financial responsibilities increase and their pay 
should be increased correspondingly. An officer, to give his best services should be 
free from financial worries due to the additional expenses necessary for schooling, 
ete., as his family grows older or increases. Section 201, as interpreted by the 
Comptroller General, makes midnight, June 30, 1932, the line of demarcation be- 
tween those who shall receive their increases due to promotion or length of service 
and those for whom such increases are suspended. 

Operation of the Section upon the officers of the Naval Academy class of 1913, 
illustrates the evils worked upon many others in the armed service. It generally 
happens that a portion of each Class of Midshipmen enter the Naval Academy prior 
to June 30th and a portion after that date. The date of their entrance is a matter 
entirely beyond the control of the individual. Midshipmen are sworn in and ad- 
mitted when ordered to report for that purpose by the authorities at the Naval 
Academy. Those oflicers of this Class of 1913 who were due for increases in 
longevity pay this year, who entered prior to July Ist, received their increases, 
while those who entered on or after July Ist were denied theirs. This results in 
many cases of some officers receiving more compensation than their own classmates 
who are in many cases senior to them. 

There are 74 officers of the Class of 1913 now in the service. Of these 40 entered 
prior to July Ist, 1909 and 34 on or before July Ist. The members of this class, 
now lieutenant commanders, were due in the summer of 1932 for an increase in 
pay and allowances of $915.00 a year each, due to their completing 23 years’ 
service. The result is that the 40 who entered prior to July Ist received their 
increase, while it was denied to the 34 who entered on or after that date. In 
addition, the officer who is No. 1 in this class was selected to the rank of com- 
mander in February, 1982, but as he entered the service after midnight, June 30, 
1909, and although his date of original commission is the same as that of all other 
members of the class, he gets no increase in pay, nor will he receive any increase 
when promoted to commander. The officer who is fifth from the bottom of the 
class, and who was not selected for promotion until a year later entered prior to 
July Ist and consequently received his increase in pay. 

The ineqtality of the application of this law is most burdensome. Officers are 
not reaponsibl: for their date of entry into the service. All members of a class 
do not enter om the same day but they do graduate on the same day and take 
rank from that date in accordance with their class standing. The effect of this 
law is to completely nullify, as far as compensation is concerned, the work of a man 
who by his excellence has stood at the head of his class. This provision makes it

Army Joins NRA—The Army came into the “Blue Eagle” camp this week when the 
War Department directed that until further notice purchasing and contracting off. 
cers will require bidders to include in their bids the following provision, and bidders 
are also to be instructed that a like provision will be included in the contract : 

“The bidder agrees that he will comply with all provisions of the applicable 
approved code of fair competition for the trade or industry or subdivision thereof 
concerned, or if there be no approved code of fair competition for the trade or 
industry or subdivision thereof concerned, then with the provisions of the President's 
agreement promulgated under authority of Section 4 (a) of the Act of Congress 
entitled ‘An Act to Encourage National Industrial Recovery, to foster fair competi- 
tion and to provide for the construction of certain useful public works, and for 
other purposes,” approved June 16, 1933 (Public No. 67, 73rd Congress), or any 
amendment thereof, without regard to whether the contractor is himself a party to 
such code or agreement, .

Air Corps Plans to Extend Instrument Flying System—Four Air Corps pilots, Capt. 
Westside T. Larson, March Field, Lt. E. R. McReynolds, Maxwell Field, Lt. J. s, 
Griffith, Kelly Field, and Lt. J. E. Parker, Air Corps Engineering School, Wright 
Field, recently reported at Wright Field for training and practice in the Air Corps 
Instrument Flight System. This represents the third definite step taken in the ser- 
vice testing of this system—formerly referred to as the Air Corps Blind Flying and 
Landing System—in the development of which at Wright Field outstanding progress 
has been made toward overcoming in a workable and practical manner the hazards 
to flight offered by feg and the low visibility conditions attendant upon storms. 
The first step was the accomplishment of solo flights and landings in a com- 
pletely hooded cockpit. The second step was the qualifying of a class of six 
Wright Field pilots as capable, under the Air Corps system of instrument flying, 
of taking off, flying any distance, returning to the field along a definite line of 
approach, and landing upon the runway, without at any time obtaining a view 
of earth, sky, or horizon, the whole operating field lying within the narrow 
contines of the pilot's cockpit. 

The occasion of the new detail of officers for this work is that they may 
become qualified in this system of flying and in turn go forth to four designated 
tields carrying the same instruction to a widening chain of Air Corps pilots. For 
the purpose of this training four BT-2B airplanes have been equipped with hooded 
cockpits and the necessary instruments and radio equipment, consisting of artifi- 
cial horizon, directional gyro, magnetic compass, airspeed indicator, sensitive alti- 
meter, boundary marker indicator, radio receiving set, and, one of the most im- 
portant instruments of the system, radio compass with visual indicator giving 
right and left indications. The necessary ground equipment functioning in coor- 
dination with the airplane equipment consists of two guiding stations and two 
high frequency marker beacons, all developed in portable form for easy transporta- 
tion purposes. 

The ground equipment has been in operation at Wright Field for more than 
a year. Now Kelly Field, Langley Field, and Chanute Field are being similarly 
supplied, these with: Wright Field being the four fields designated for initial general 
instruction of pilots in the system and thorough service testing of it. 

The tests by which a pilot qualifies under the instrument system are rigid. 
Count is kept of all practice hours. In the class of Wright Field pilots which 
qualified in May, however, an average of less than 12 practice hours each enabled 
all members to meet the tests successfully. Final requirements are five perfect 
instrument landings with hooded cockpit and without any aid whatever from the 
observer, the last three of which must be made in succession. 

The number of hours until a pilot accomplishes his first instrument landing 
varies greatly with the individual, depending upon the ease or difficulty with which 
he makes the psychological adjustment of completely replacing his human senses 
with instrument senses. This first instrument landing accomplished, however. his 
flying technique in the system smooths itself out with a little practice and the 
whole procedure, like many long-sought solutions, seems almost too simple to 
be true. 

If the service testing at the designated fields fulfills its promise, it can mean 
but a wider application of the system, and eventually. the greater simplification 


of flying under adverse weather conditions with general safety.

New Shoe for Navy—aA new style low shoe will be available for issue to Navy en- 
listed men within the next few months, the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts an- 
nounces, 

In general style and contour the new shoe has been somewhat modified over 
the present style, and it is considered an improvement in both fit and appearance. 
The characteristics of the new shoe are such as to provide a better fitting shoe 
in a wider range of sizes. It is believed that an individual to whom new styles 
shoes are to be issued can be fitted (1) with a shoe of same size and width as worn 
at present, (2) with a shoe of the same width but one size smaller. or (3), with 
a shoe of the same size as worn but in a narrower width. 

Kither the old or the new style shoe may be worn. 

As a wider range of fitting is possible with the new style. a new method of 
maintaining stocks will be followed when replenishing the new shoes. Requisitions 
und requests on the Naval Clothing Depot will be filled with the present (old) 
style shoe unless the stocks are exhausted. When sizes and widths of the present 
shoe are not available the corresponding sizes and widths of the new style shoe 
will be issued. 

Complete distribution of the new style shoes will not be made until the correct 
assortment in sizes and widths that will be required to replace the present stock 
can be determined. Therefore, all yards and stations will maintain their present 
stocks of low shoes on a reduced basis for such sizes and widths as the Naval 
Clothing Depot states stocks of the present (old) style shoes are no longer avail- 
able 

The standard issue of shoes, low, will range from 5 to 11 by half sizes with 
five widths, B, C, D, E and F, for each size. The same will also apply to shoes. 
high, as the stocks become depleted. 

A set of 158 pairs of sample low shoes, including both the standard sizes and 
shoes of unusual sizes, will be distributed to the following activities: 

Naval Training Station, Naval Operating Base, Norfolk, Va. 


Naval Training Station, San Diego, Calif. 

Navy Yard. Puget Sound, Washington. 

The shoes in the unusual sizes will consist of six widths, A. B. ©. D. E and 
They will range from 3 to 414. and 11% to 14, by half sizes. and also 5 to 
by half sizes in the A width. These sample shoes will be used only for try-ons. 
not for issue, and the set will be kept intact, except for the standard sizes which 
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will be issued when each of these activities are subsequently supplied with stocks 
of the standard sizes of shoes in the respective sizes and widths. A set of the 
special size shoes will also be maintained at the Naval Clothing Depot, Brooklyn, 
x. Y. Standard sizes are included in the sample set of the new shoes only for the 
purpose of determining the correct size and best fitting shoe for individuals who 
cannot otherwise be fitted with the present shoe in the standard size range, and 
particularly for individuals requiring shoes either smaller or larger than the 
standard sizes, and so assist in collecting data desired before making complete 
distribution of the new sizes.

Naval Reservists in Havana Harbor—Naval reservists taking annual summer 
cruises aboard the Training Squadron destroyers Taylor and Claxton came close 
to seeing real service this week. The destroyers were cruising off Dry Tortugas, 
Florida, and were ordered post haste to Havana to stand by for the protection 
of American interests, if necessary, in the Cuban revolution, being the nearest 
yessels available. 

The Taylor, commanded by Lt. Comdr. George T. Howard, USN, has on board 
members of the Third Separate Division, Naval Reserves, Charleston, S. C., and 
the Fourth Separate Division from Georgetown, 8. C. Aboard the Claxton, com- 
manded by Lt. Comdr. Kenneth Floyd-Jones, are Second Division, Naval Reserves, 
from New Orleans, La., and the Third Separate Division from Birmingham, Ala. 
These divisions were embarked on Aug. 12 for their annual two-weeks training 
cruise.

Army to Remain Close to “Miss Liberty”—In spite of the fact that the famous 
Statue of Liberty, standing on the star-shaped fortifications of old Ft. Wood, has 
heen transferred from War Department control to the Department of Interior, 
army officers at Governors Island, under whose charge the Goddess has been 
further beautified by the installation of a modernized flood lighting system, point 
out that despite the official sundering of old ties, the Army and Miss Liberty 
will continue to enjoy close association. 

The Army garrison at Ft. Wood, including the First Division Headquarters 
and Military Police Company, commanded by 1st Lt. John F. Guilett, A. C., will 
remain on Bedloes Island. The big radio station there, an important unit in the 
War Department net, will not be affected by the transfer of the Statue of Liberty 
to the Interior Department. Numerous officers and non-commissioned officers of 
Second Corps Area headquarters will retain their quarters on Ft. Wood.

Tour of Engineer Chief—When Maj. Gen. Lytle Brown’s term as chief of engineers 
expires Oct. 1, 1933, he will revert (unless he retires) to his regular rank as 
brigadier general of the line which he held before his present appointment. When 
General Brown was nominated as chief of engineers his nomination read “for 
four years from date of acceptance.” which was Oct. 1, 1929, although he actually 
ranks as a major general from Aug. 8, 1929, that being the time the vacancy was 
created by the retirement of Lt. Gen. Edgar Jadwin. 

As his suecessor Col. Edward M. Markham, CE, is most prominently mentioned 
and is considered likely to get the post. Colonel Markham was born in New York 
and appointed to the Military Academy from that state. He was graduated and 
commissioned in the Corps of Engineers in 1899, rising through the grades until 
at the entry of this country in the World ‘War he was a major. He served in the 
war as a colonel of engineers, attaining that rank in the regular Army in 1921.

Flood Control Money for Arm, —An allotment of $7.000.000 from Public Works 
Funds for flood control work on the Mississippi River was announced yesterday by 
Public Works Administrator Harold L. Ickes. 

The allotment will enable the War Department through the Corps of Engineers 
to resume and continue work in the Memphis, Vicksburg and New Orleans districts 
and will provide direct and indirect employment for about 3,900 men until next 
June 30. 

Of the total allotment $2,200,000 goes to the Memphis district for the comple- 
tion of suspended work on revetments and channel rectification to increase the 
discharge capacity of the Mississippi River between Cairo and the head passes 
New Orleans. The Vicksburg district was allotted $3.550.000 and the New 
$1,250,000.

Service Widows Pensions—Pressure of other business has prevented action upon 
the contemplated revision of widows’ pension rates, it was stated at the Veterans 
Administration this week. 

Upon the direction of President Roosevelt, the Administration is making a 
study of the widows reduction and expects within a few days to present to him 
a recommendation in the matter. It is expected that the Administrator, General 
Hines, will recommend a 830 rate for peace time widows. Under the present 
regulations, widows of service personnel who die in peace time receive $22 a month, 
while war widows get the $30 rate.

To Select Chief of Chaplains—Lt. Col. Alva J. Brasted, Ch. C.. who has been men- 
tioned prominently te succeed Col. Julian E. Yates as chief of chaplains of the 
army when the latter’s term expires on Dec. 23, started his military service as an 
artillery officer. In 1909 Colonel Brasted was commissioned a second lieutenant 
in the artillery of the North Dakota National Guard. It was four years later, 
Jan. 3. 1918, that he was commissioned a first lieutenant in the Chaplains Corps

hogs to produce the two and a quarter million pounds of pork which the CCC 
boys eat each month—and 87 freight cars of 80,000 pounds each to transport it. 
For beef it requires 9,375 steers (256 carloads) to supply the 5,625,000 pounds 
they consume each month. Each month 281,250 chickens give up their lives for 
the CCC mess tables. 

For the butter they eat the entire daily production of 37,500 cows is used while 
it takes 2,130 cows a day to keep them in cheese. An additional 7,212 cows are 
necessary to provide their fresh milk, while 2,130 cows a day keep up the supply 
of evaporated milk. 

And onions—it requires the entire crop of 4,500 acres. 
takes 5,625,000 pounds or the entire output of 8,423 acres. 

The comparison could be stretched out indefinitely but some idea may be 
given by the fact that it would require a train of 1,0421% freight cars to transport 
the CCC food the quartermaster department purchases for the CCC mess tables 
each month—and that’s a long train.

Flight Pay—Maj. Gen. Robert E. Callan, assistant chief of staff, G-4, and Brig. 
Gen. Charles E. Kilbourne, Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans Division, who 
with Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, assistant chief of the Air Corps, form the War 
Department's special board to study the subject of flight pay, have this week been 
furnished with copies of past studies on the subject, Congressional hearings and 
other available data so that they may familiarize themselves with the problem 
prior to actual formal sessions of the board.

More Power to Budget Director—An Executive Order on “Executive Orders” was 
promulgated this week at the State Department, granting new and important 
power to the Director of the Bureau of the Budget. The order, signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, prescribes the physical requirements of future executive orders, 
printing style and so forth and then specifies: “The draft of an executive order 
or proclamation shall first be submitted to the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget. If the Director of the Bureau of the Budget approves it, the draft shall 
be transmitted to the Attorney General for his consideration. If the draft execu- 
tive order or proclamation is approved by the Attorney General it shall be for- 
warded to the Department of State which shall review it and, if it conforms to 
the above specifications, the original and one duplicate copy shall be trans- 
mitted to the President.” After signature by the President the State Department 
shall have charge of the promulgation as heretofore. 

Thus it appears that Director of the Budget Douglas who has wielded virtually 
the power of life and death over government activities, including National Defense, 
now has his powers broadened.

Huge CCC Purchases 

The purchase of supplies and equip- 
ment for the 296.000 men of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. and the 14.400 In- 
dians engaged in reforestation work in 
connection with the President's Emer- 
gency Conservation Work Program has 
proved a boon to business and industry 
in all sections of the Nation. Robert 
Fechner. Director. said in a statement 
issued this week. 

The Director said that August 1 re- 
ports on purchases to date disclosed that 
millions of dollars had been injected into 
business and industrial channels through 
the purchase of clothing. food, housing 
supplies, trucks, tractors and other me- 
chanical equipment utilized by the re- 
forestation army in carrying on its forest 
improvement and forest protection activi- 
ties. These funds, the Director added. 
have gone into every State of the Union 


at the Boston 


near Ply- 


Companies, Bourne, 
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and into every community where Civilian 
Conservation Camps have been estab 
lished. 

“It is immediately apparent” Mr. Fech- 
ner said, “that the filtration of millions 
of dollars expended for Emergency Con- 
servation Work equipment and _ food 
stuffs into commercial channels has been 
one of the prime factors in spurring busi- 
ness revival increasing commodity prices. 
bringing new orders to manufacturing es- 
tablishments, and increasing the number 
of men at work in factories. 

“Funds paid out in cash allowances to 
the 310.000 men engaged in forestation 
work and the allotment checks mailed 
monthly to families of the men also play 
their part in speeding business recovery 
and in lightening the State relief rolls.” 

Up to date the reforestation movement 
has furnished a ready market for the 
sale of a*highly diversified list of sup- 
plies. To supply and operate the camps 
as well as carry on the work in the 
forests efficiently. it has been necessary 
to purchase large quantities of trucks, 
¢elothing, camp housing equipment, work- 
ing tools and machinery, explosives. poi- 
sons, cement, sand, wire posts. telenhone 
wire, structural steel. building hardware 
and many other articles. 

To take care of the transportation 
needs for the camps and the forest work. 
the Forest Service, the War Department. 
the National Park Service and the Office 
of Indian Affairs have purchased an ag- 
gregate of more than 12.500 trucks of va- 
rious sizes, 300 motor ambulances and 
300 passenger cars. The trucks were 
purchased for an average of less than 
S500) per” truck. Many trucks were 
needed for hauling construction mate- 
rials and the transporation of the men 
between the camps and their work loeca- 
tions. Many of the jobs are ten. twenty 
or more miles from the nearest camps. 

In addition automotive manufacturers 
have been given orders for the construe- 
tion of 227 trail-builders, 216 tractors, 65 


graders, and 24 compressors. Among 
other construction supplies which the 


manufacturers have been called upon to 
furnish are listed—such items as 100,000 


axes, 152,000 shovels. 152.000 wedges. 
114,000 mattocks, 114,000 picks 60,000 


saws, 100,000 hammers, 40,000 crowbars. 
30,400 chisels, 15.200 brushhooks, 15.200 
peavies (canthooks). 70.000 canteens. 
12.000 grindstones, 2.500 blasting ma- 
chines, 60.000 files, 683,000 feet of rope. 
7.500 wrenches, 6.300 wrecking bars, 
2.000 wheelbarrows, and 7.500 forks. 

And in addition the ecamn authorities 
have ordered a minimum of 200 tons of 
dynamite, 30,000 ounces of strychnine for 
conducting campaigns against rodents. 
572,000 pounds of oats, o: 50.000 pounds of 
cement. 100,000 feet of blasting fuse. 
3.000 gallons of paint, and several hun- 
dred miles of telephone wire. 

To equip the men and care for their 
welfare in the camps, the War Depart- 
ment has purchased a million pairs of 
cotton socks, one million pairs of wool 
socks, a half million pairs of shoes, 7S4.- 
000 suits of summer underwear. one mil- 
lion pairs of denim jumpers, 200,000 rain- 
coats, 625.000 shirts, 1,000,000 summer 
undershirts 48,000 pairs of rubber boots, 
12,000 tents. 185,000 denim hats, 
250.000 canvas cots, 2.500.000 yards of 
denim, 88,000 overalls. 1,000,000 towels, 
and many other articles. Considerable 
quantities of cooking utensils and other 
articles needed for efficient operation of 
the camps also were purchased. 

At the present time the War Depart- 
ment is supplying a market for food sup- 
plies to feed 310,000 men. These pur- 
chases have aided wholesalers, retailers, 
and farmers.

Selection of National Guard and 
Reserve Officers for Leaven- 
worth Course 


Instructions were issued this week by 
the War Department governing the qual- 
ifications and selection of officers of the 
National Guard and ofticers of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps to attend the Com- 
mand and General Staff School, at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans. 

The course starts Mareh 15, 1954, but 
names of officers recommended to take 
the course must be at the War Depart- 
ment not later than Dee. 1, 1985. 

The letter on the subject follows: 

1. Selection of Reserve and National 
Guard oflicers to attend the three months 
course for Reserve and National Guard 
officers at the Command and General 
Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 
commencing about Mareh 15, 1934, will 
be made on the basis of qualification set 
forth below. Due to lack of funds the 
number of officers of the National Guard 
und ofticers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
will be very much reduced. 

2. Each Corps Area Commander will 
submit to the War Department in time 
to be received here not later than Dec. 
1, 1933, the names of one Reserve officer 
as principal and two as alternates de- 
signated in the order of preference, he 
desires to recommend to take the course 
at the Command and General Staff 
School. From this list selection will be 
made by the War Department of those 
to attend. The number selected will de- 
pend on the funds available. 

3. Each Chief of Arm or Service will 
submit to this office, in time to be re- 
ceived here not later than Dec. 1, 1933, 
the name of one Reserve officer, he de- 
sires to take the course at the Command 
and General Staff School. 

4. The Chief, National Guard Bu- 
reau, will submit to this office, in time 
to be received here not later than Dec. 
1, 1983. the names of those National 
Guard officers, designated in the order 
of preference, he desires to take the 
course at the Command and General 
Staff School. The number to be selected 
will depend upon the National Guard 
Bureau funds available for this purpose. 

5. Priority in making recommenda- 
tions for this purpose will be given first 
to ofticers of field grade who have credit- 
ably completed the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School Extension Course, and 
second to captains who have creditably 
completed the Command and General 
Staff School Extension Course. In the 
event that there are not enough candi- 
dates who have creditably completed the 
full Command and General Staff Exten- 
sion Course, consideration may be given 
to officers of field grade and captains 
who, in addition to satisfactory comple- 
tion of the special advanced course for 
Reserve and National Guard officers at 
the school of their Arm or Service, or 
of the equivalent Extension Course, have 
further creditably completed the first 
four sub-courses of the Command and 
General Staff School Extension Course. 
In no case will an officer who has not 
satisfactorily completed the first four 
sub-courses of the Command and General 
Staff School Extension Course be con- 
sidered for a detail to the Command and 


| 





General Staff School. In future years in 
no case will an officer who has not satis- 
factorily completed the entire Command 
and General Staff School Extension 
Course be considered for a detail to the 
Command and General Staff School. 

6. Officers recommended for the spe- 
cial course at the Comamnd and General 
Staff School will be less than forty-eight 
years of age March 1, 1934. 

7. In accordance with the provisions 
of the Appropriation Act, F. Y. 1934, no 
officer of the Organized Reserves or of 
the National Guard, drawing a pension, 
disability allowance, disability compen- 
sation or retired pay from the Govern- 
ment. may be placed on an active duty 
status. 

8. All applicants will be informed by 
the Corps Area Commander or Chief of 
Arm or Service, of the mental, mounted, 
and field work required during the 
course and that they must be physically 
qualified in all respects in order to re- 
ceive favorable consideration. Each ap- 
plication for detail will be accompanied 
by a report of physical examination on 
Form 63, preferably by a medical officer 
of the Regular Army, containing a state- 
ment by the medical examiner that the 
applicant is considered physically fitted 
to meet the requirements of the mounted 
and field work. 

% Each application will be 
panied by a signed statement from 
officer showing : 

a. That he will accept the assign- 
ment if ordered to active duty for the 
purpose. 

b. Number of dependents and age of 
dependent children. 

e. Amount and kinds of prior service 
claimed which can be credited in com- 
puting longevity pay. 

d. Date of birth. 

«. Progress in completion of the 
Command and General Staff Extension 
Course. 

f. Statement as to whether or not 
special advanced course for National 
Guard and Reserve officers at school 
of Arm or Service has been completed 
and if soe, the date. 

g. Whether or not he is on the Emer- 
gency Officers’ Retired List or whether 
or not he is receiving any allowances 
or compensation for physical disability 
or pension from the Government. 

h. National Guard status, if any. If 
none, that should be stated. 

10. Public quarters may not be avail- 
able for the officers who attend this 
course, 

11. It is desired that special effort 
be made to recommend officers who un- 
questionably meet the requisite profes- 
sional and physical qualification. No 
officer will be sent to the course whose 
record and qualifications do not indicate 
that he is well suited for training for 
high command and General Staff and for 
eventual duty in such positions. 

12. It is desired that information 
about the special course including the 
requisite professional and physical quali- 
fications be widely disseminated in order 
that sufficient applications from qualified 
officers may be received.

General Malone and NRA 


The resignation this week of Maj. Gen. 
Paul B. Malone, Third Corps Area Com- 
mander, of the chairmanship of the 
President's Emergency Reemployment 
Drive in Baltimore, Md., created consid- 
erable speculation in the press and other- 
wise, whereas as a matter of fact when 
General Malone accepted the appoint- 
ment he made it clear that he was to act 
only for the month of August. 

In the following statement for the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, the General 
makes the facts clear: 

“I accepted the appointment as chair- 
man of the President’s Emergency Re- 


| employment Drive in Baltimore at the 
request of the Association of Commerce, 
for the month of August. It was so un- 
derstood at that time. 

| “I am not tendering my resignation 
as head of the ‘Committee; I am not 
quitting, but rather am organizing all of 
my forces to complete the job within the 
time limit set. 

“I can best perform service to the pub- 
lic by participating with all my strength, 
in a campaign of education as to the 
aims and purposes of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act; by appeals to 
public patriotism for wholehearted com- 
pliance. But there comes a time when 
appeals no longer have any effect and 
sanctions may possibly be necessary. 

“Therefore, I shal! continue my work 
with increased energy to the end of this 
month, but I cannet employ my office nor 
any of the regular Army under me in 
conducting a campaign of prosecution: 
if judicial action unfortunately becomes 
necessary, the matter will be turned 
over to the appropriate authorities for 
that purpose; I hope no such action will

be necessary and I do not believe 
it will. 

“The astonishing response of this pa. 
triotic Community has far exceeded my 
most optimistic expectations, and I ap. 
peal once more, with every expectation 
of success, to the patriotic citizens of 
Baltimore to lend their enthusiastic sup 
port to this Campaign to the end that 
the night of the 3ist of August wil] 
reveal all industrial concerns falling 
within the jurisdiction of the Nationa] 
Industrial Recovery Act, flying the bap. 
ner of the N. R. 2 I believe it can be 
done.”
